Blames Exaggerations and Duplications 





Weisgal Says U.S. Jews May Balk 
Unless Pressures Are Relieved 


JERUSALEM (JP)—Writing in the Jerusalem Post, Meyer Weisgal, warned of the possibility of ' 
a new anti-Zionist or anti-Israel front because of the increasing pressure on the U.S. Jewish community. 

“What these good men and women are pleading for is relief from the multiplicity of organizational 
pressures and from the all too often unnecessary and all too costly campaign techniques to which they , 


have to submit.” 

Weisgal, who is connected with 
the Weizmann Institute, declared 
that this feeling is not limited to 
those indifferent to Israel’s fate. 


“This appeal for relief from 
over-organized pressure groups 
is not confined to individuals 
aloof from or indifferent to Jew- 
ish life, nor is it limited to .ex- 
hausted Zionists no longer able 
to withstand the ever-increasing 
organizational demands. Men and 
women deeply devoted to Israel, 
whose every fiber is closely knit 
to the historical process involv- 
ing Jewish survival in America 
and in Israel, have reached the 
end of their endurance. They 
freely admit that ‘this cannot go 
on.” 

ARE TRUE FRIENDS 

“Such protests by true friends 
of Israel do not mean a rebellion 
against the inexorable needs of 
Israel, Their generosity and in- 
terest have not slackened. Theirs 
is not an attempt to escape moral 
responsibility toward the infant 
state. They are well aware of the 
relentless historical process and 
are willing to do everything in 
their power to strengthen the eco- 
nomic, cultural and security base 
of Israel.” 

Continuing in the same vein, 
Weisgal said that what was being 
asked for was “a drastic change 
in the methods of fund-raising. 
They yearn for maximal results 
with minimal commotion.”

The serious charge that cam- 
paign costs reach 35 per cent was 
hurled by Weisgal, who presented 
the thesis of joint fund-raising by 
the Weizmann Institute, the He- 
brew University and the Tech- 
nion. 

“I doubt that more than sixty- 
five cents on the dollar intended 
for these institutions ever reaches 
Israel. This is obviously a condi- 
tion that calls for a drastic rem- 
edy.” 

Weisgal gave a ludicrous ac- 
count of the fund raising tech- 
nique common in the United 
States of employing a testimonial 
dinner to stimulate giving. He 
gave a play by play description 
of what happens to the man who 
suddenly is turned into a gimmick 
to promote funds from his friends 
and others in the community. 

“Today we stand,” he continued, 
“in peril of a resurgence of Amer. 
ica-Firsters and Israel-Firsters in 
our communal life. If Jewish 
leaders in America and Israel 
refuse to deal with this very real] 
danger, tragic results will inev 
itably follow for American Jewish 
life as well as for Israel.”

JERUSALEM (JP)—All Israel exports, except those of citrus products are trifling, Oscar Gass, 
director of the economic advisory staff of Israel, declared as he gave a press conference here a gloomy 
picture of the current economic situation. 

Gass, who left for the United States for several weeks, blamed the unrealistic high wages paid 
in Israel for the nation’s plight. He said that Israel in the past twelve months spent approximately 


$250 million in foreign currency 
but earned only twenty per cent 
of this amount.

the long journey home—to the land of Israel— 
more good news came to her in the form of 
letters and checks from Post readers all over the 
country.

I under- 
stand you have to get a pair of braces for your 
legs so they can get good and strong, for you 
to run and play. I wish you lots of luck. Iam 
sending you my piggy bank money and hope 
it will help you. I wish I could write this let- 
ter, but I can’t, I can only sign my name.

The profession of medical de- 
lineator is in no sense overcrowd- 
ed, according to Mimi, who paints 
“abstracts” in her spare time as 
a total change from her work. In 
the Bay area there are not more 
than seven. However, it is not a 
profession which attracts many 
girls.

A Patriarch of His People

IR Moses Montefiore is almost a legend. A native Italian, 

he lived most of his life in England. He rose to wealth | 
and power as a businessman and financier and became ad } 
visor to Queen Victoria. He was the first Jew to reach | 
knighthood. } 


His greatest triumph was the Damascus affair. In 1840 
some Jews were arrested in Palestine, accused of killing a 
Franciscan monk in order to use his blood for rituals. Angry 
mobs raced through the ghettos, screaming, “Kill the Jews.” 


Sir Moses hurried to Alexandria to plead for his breth- 
ren to the powerful ruler there. He obtained the release of 
the Jews and persuaded the Sultan of Turkey to order his 
subjects to allow Jews to practice their religion freely. 

Wherever Jews needed help, Sir Moses struggled’ for 
their liberation. When persecution broke in Rumania, he 
rode through the streets in an open carriage, shouting, 
“Plunder and kill if you choose, but I have come here in the 
name of justice and humanity. I trust in God. He will pro- 
tect me.” Slowly the pogrom ceased. 

After a fruitful life of more than a century, he died 
honored by many rulers.

Fifteen- Year-Old Daushter Pleads To Date Non-Jews

daughter. We live in a community of 17,000 which 
has about 150 Jewish families.

HAIFA-BORN LASSIE VISITS AMERICA; 
SAYS SHE WOULDN'T WANT TO REMAIN

AIF A—-Five months ago I reported in this column that 16-year- 
H old Nurit Auerbach of Haifa had been chosen to represent 
Israel in the N. Y. Herald-Tribune international High School Forum, 
and I told of Nurit’s background, her education and her anticipa- 
Won of the visit to America. 

Nurit has now returned to her home here 
after months of travel in the United States dur- 
ing which she had opportunity to live with 
Americans of her own age, attend school with 
them, and in general to test all her previous 
notions about Americans—Jews and non-Jews. 

Her prior opinion about American Jews had 
not been too: flattering, she conceded. It had 
been difficult for her to understand why Jews in 
the United States always emphasized their 
Americanism, the implication being that they 
were minimizing their Jewishness. As a re- 
sult of her intelligent observations; she re- 
vised some of her views. It came as something of a shock to Nurii 
to discover that in so many respects American Jewish youth were 
no different from the other youth among whom they dwelt, and 
though she did not express it in precisely this way she implied that

the pervasive influence of the environmental culture almost auto- 
matically required a large degree of conformity. Hence what she 
had previously thought was conscious assimilation, proved smenty 6 to 


be the natural sociological fate of 
differing groups in a free democ- 
racy. Her opinion of American 
Jewry accordingly was less sharp 
and less severe. 

* * * 

WHAT NURIT HAD TO SAY 
during the course of our conver- 
Sation was of interest not only 
as the remarks of one high school 
girl, but more as a clue to meth- 
ods of bridging the gap between 
the two communities. It is hard- 
ly likely that large numbers of 
Israelis may come to America 
for such prolonged visits, but it 
is encouraging to note that sen- 
sible anc open-minded observa- 
tion can help to promote a great- 
er degree of understanding than 
has heretofore been achieved. 

The young Israeli had many 
interesting tales to tell of her 
experiences with the youth rep- 
resentatives from other lands, 
Several of the young people from 
Arab lands were personally pleas- 
ant, but were under instructions 
from their countries not to frater- 
* nize with the Israeli. Perhaps 
they recalled the case of the Sy- 
rian student of a couple of years 
ago who had been unable to re- 
turn to Syria after publicly shak- 
ing hands with the Israeli in a

state, who got along very well 
with Nurit Auerbach, the Israeli, 
but expressed surprisg some 
weeks later to discover that Nurit 
was Jewish. “I thought you were 
an Israeli!” was the frank and 
revealing comment. 


Nurit has come home her own 
unspoiled self. She was not com- 
pelled to wear nylons, to use 
make-up or otherwise act sophis- 
ticated. In fact in one high 
school which she attended for a 
few weeks, a number of the girls 
gave up lipstick themselves in 
imitation of the young Israeli’s 
fresh and natural manner. Her 
only acquired bad habit is use of 
the word “Gosh!” 


She went to a teen-age New 
Year’s Eve party, but walked out 
in disgust. The whole American 
system of “dating” perplexed her. 
In Israel young people make 
dates for a show, a dance, a walk, 
an evening at home, almost non- 
chalantly. In America, Nurit ob- 
served, dating is organized and 
systematic. There seems to be a 
ritual about it, almost formal in 
its nature.

FTER the first world war, the Zionist Organization enjoyed 
A legal recognition under the British Mandate and carried on 
both political work and colonization. 

The Zionists did not have full control of Palestine: the final 
master was the British government and the majority df the popula- 
tion was non-Jewish. For a long period, the Jewish community in 
Palestine did not have the population, the leadership or the prestige 
to play the main role at the councils of the Zionist movement, which 
was run by European Jews living in Europe with headquarters in 
London. 

How can a country be governed by a legislative body, most of 
whose members live abroad?

HE Zionist Congress met only once in two years for a two week 
session and the delegates from Warsaw and Oskosh spent a 
great deal of their time sight-seeing and making friends. Their so- 
called government had no power of taxation but had to make up 
its budget from estimated donations. 

Despite such glaring weaknesses, the Zionist Organization, as 
the democratic government of Jewish Palestine, was a going con- 
cern for the span of a whole generation. The Yishuv grew and ma- 
tured; it produced a Zionist leadership which drew its strength from 
the local population and established the seat of the Zionist Executive 
in Jerusalem. Between 1936 and 1948 things were really decided by 
the Zionists who lived in Palestine. 

The Chairman of the Executive was David Ben Gurion. 

£ 

N MAY 1948, the imitation government became a real government; 
the clandestine army became a legally recognized belligerent; 
the Ayency Executive became the Cabinet of Israel; the Chairman 
became Prime Minister, and the Treasurer became Finance Minister 
with power to levy taxes. Zionists outside of Israel were no longer 
part of the outfit; they were cast off like an egg shell after the 

chick had been hatched. 

After May 1948, if the Zionist Organization was to be a going 
concern, it was either to be given a new governmental function or 
reconverted to other uses. Unfortunately the leaders of all factions 
chose the former course—it looked easier, but it proved to be. 
harder in the end and led the movement up a blind alley. 


HE Government of Israel will not tolerate any interference with 

its own authority, and the overwhelming majority of the Jews 

in the world are not interested in having a rival authority to the 
Government of Israel to represent them. 

Most Jews who help Israel are satisfied to let the Israeli Gov- 

ernment run all work of immigration, settlement and colonization 

with the money obtained from abroad, even if the Government is 





played by a Jewish center or 
synagogue in community life. “In 
Israel we do not feel the need 
for them,” Nurit said. “Here we 
are Jews naturally.”

A DUEL THAT HISTORY WILL DECIDE 


The Proper 


R. John Slawson, executive vice presi- 

dent of the American Jewish Com- 
mittee, is no doubt accurate when he de- 
clared that anti-Semitism is still a men- 
ace to U. S. Jewry. Anti-Semitism will 
for many years always be a concern of 
Jews everywhere, for it is impossible to 
eradicate completely such a deeply in- 
grained prejudice which can be made to 
serve so many ulterior purposes, 

But if the anti-Semitic threat is still 
with us, even if as Dr. Slawson indicated, 
in a different form, there is still a vast 
difference between the anti-Semitism to- 
day and that of fifteen or even ten year's 
ago. j 

In a fight between opposing boxers, 
two factors may make a difference in the 
outcome. One is the physical prowess of 
the fighter, and the other is the physical 
prowess of his opponent. 


In the case of antSemitism, it is the 
Jewish community which has changed. 

Ten years ago Jews were still fearful 
and timid, and many, including some lead~ 
ers of some of our Jewish organizations,

quailed when they saw the name Jew in 
print. 

Today all this has been changed. 

The Jewish community of today, and 
the Jew of today, is confirmed in its or his 
rights as a citizen of a free democracy, 
He is not afraid to speak out when he 
thinks he or his fellow Jews have been 
wronged. He does not shun fighting for 
a cause because that cause is unpopular. 
And he spits on the anti-Semites, instead 
of hiding under the bedcovers. 

Why all this is so, would be another 
editorial altogether, but the fact remains 
that the Jewish community has turned 
from the cowering and the defensive, to 
the upright and the offensive. Let the 
anti-Semites bark and bellow, the Jew 
will not be daunted. The Jew is a viial 
part of the U. S. democracy, and no loud 
noises will scare him off. 

This does not mean that anti-Semit- 
ism is or should be ignored. It means 
only that anti-Semitism has now been put 
in its proper perspective as far as the con- 
cerns and the activities and the outlook 

of the American Jew.

O sane editor will want to comment on 

the situation in Toledo where a dis- 
pute, not unlike the one which split the 
Indianapolis Jewish community two years 
ago, broke out between the local Jewish 
community and the Israel bond organi- 
zation. 

There were many similarities, and 
some dissimilarities, but like most dis- 
putes of this kind, serve no useful pur- 
pose. The Indianapolis Jewish commun- 
ity is still reaping the bitter fruit of the 
1952 fight, part of which is reflected in 
dollars and cents in the current unsuc- 
cessful Jewish Welfare Fund campaign. 


But there is one signal difference, 
which is encouraging. 

In the Toledo fight, the Jewish Com- 
munity Council went to the Israel Em- 
bassy in Washington. Ambassador Eban’s 
recollections of the Indianapolis split 
must have served him in good stead, and 
a solution, one perhaps not equally ac- 
ceptable to both sides, was worked out. 

Where issues are involved, fights are 
bound to occur. But everytime one does 
break out, it is testimony to the failure of 
leadership. Where wise leadership conse- 
crated to the betterment of the entire Jew- 
ish community prevails, most of these in- 
volyments can be avoided.

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“Fine, New Jewish Novel Likely To BeLost: Gets AlmostNo Build- -up 


THE SPARK AND THE EXODUS, by Benedict and 

Nancy Freedman. Crown. $3.00 
By MEYER LEVIN 

ENDER, wise and vivid as a lived-through ac- 

count, this novel of the early Zionists, who went 
at the turn of the century from Poland and Russia 
to Palestine, is unique in American Jewish literature. 
Perhaps only the vatikim, the old-timers in Israel, 
will be able to tell us whether all this was truly so, 
but it rings true, and it echoes the tales told by the 
Sharetts and Ben Gurions, of their early days and 
how they came to The Land. 

The Freedmans have brought alive the little Jew- 
ish town as it was in that period, 
with all its ferment between thé en- 
lightened and the pious, between 
the social revolutionists and the 
Lovers of Zion. They have put 
into their novel the feverish at- 
mosphere of conspiracy, the fear 
of informers and spies that perme- 
ated even the smallest village, after 
the revolution of 1905. And through 
the mesh of an atmosphere that 
is remote and strange to us, they 
have nevertheless created a group 
of characters who have life and 
nearness, and a story that has considerable tension 
and that seems, even to a generation in an entirely 
different world, to be typical of its time. This is a 
considerable achievement. 





LEVIN 


HE tale is of a small circle of pre-organizational 
Zionists, meeting in secret in the town of Tolne, 


‘waiting for word from their unrevealed leader, ‘The 


Spark,” to set off for Palestine. There are only a half 
dozen of them—a factory wofker, a few students. 
A half Jew who is a half-accepted police informer 
somehow stumbles onto half of their secret. He be- 
lieves they are plotting social revolution instead of 
Zionism, and through his blunders, one of the group 
is shot. 

The son of the town’s “rich” merchant, home from 
the university, now announces himself as “The 
Spark,” but some of the group defect when the day 
is set for the great departure. His sister however 
catches onto what he plans to do, and insists on 
going along. A yeshiva bocher who is in love with 
her now joins the group, though he considers that 
he has committed a great sin by deserting his rabbi. 
The half-Jew, half-informer also joins, 

As their guide to Palestine, they take a wandering 
peddler who sells, besides needles and trinkets, little 
bags of earth from the Holy Land, to be used in 
burial. They set off on their weird journey, to. Pal- 
estine, where they intend to become farm workers, 
and rebuild the land. 

Gradually, it is the talmud student, Johanan, who 
emerges as the most interesting character. His in- 
ner struggle, his indecision, as he tags along behind 
the group, not quite able to commit himself to their 
purpose, and yet helping in every crisis, his growth 
in relationship to life itself, is projected with reality 


as well as with a deep feeling for his mystic im- 
pulses. 

The adventures of the little group are recounted 
with a kind of romantic irony that lifts the novel 
out of the merely picaresque. And finally, in a brutal 
encounter with Jew-hating peasants, they are all 
scattered, and the poor peddlar guide is killed. Alas, 
in his dying breath he reveals that the Holy Land 
earth is false. 


* * * 
ET eventually they reach Palestine, and come to- 
gether again, and surmount their disillusions te 
go on and carry out their great purpose. 

These were the Jews of the second Aliyah, the 
settlers of Dagania, the founders of the Histadrut, the 
builders of the land. The Freedmans have brought 
them very near. And with those who went to Pal- 
estine, they have brought to us the whole world of 
our parents and grandparents who came to America. 

How will this novel fare, for readers? The Freed- 
mans are popular writers, the authors of a best seller, 
“Mrs. Mike.” One would expect a new novel of 
theirs to be launched with considerable fanfare. Yet, 


’ undoubtedly because the publishers and the trade 


felt the subject-matter to be remote, “The Spark 
and the Exodus” received almost no advance build- 
up, without which a book is fairly likely to be lost. 
I asked for it in three leading bookshops, in Chicago, 
at publication time, and found it unknown to the 
booksellers.
